Held Him Prisoner, Says 
High US Orthodox Rabbi 


NEW YORK (NJP) —A lead- 
ing American Orthodox rabbi, 
arrested with his son and an- 
other American rabbi in Israel 
after a Jerusalem pool demon- 
stration, has charged Israeli 
police with brutality, and filed 
a formal protest with the Is- 
raeli cabinet. 

Rabbi Solomon Reichman, 
chairman of the Agudas Hara- 
bonim’s executive council, and 
an Israel Bonds leader in The 
Bronx, told Agudath Israel of- 
ficials in Jerusalem that his son 
was beaten by police, and. that 








he himself was forced bodily to 
the police station and held until 
that evening. His son was held 
overnight, Rabbi Reichman 
charged. 

The rabbi’'s protest was dis- 
cussed at an Israeli cabinet 
meeting Sunday, and_ turned 
over to Behor Shitrit, minister 
of police, for investigation. 

Meanwhile, Agudas MHarabo- 
nim leaders in New York met 
with Simha Pratt, Israeli con- 
sul general, to complain about 
police brutality against religious 
demonstrators, 





RABBI SILVER SCORES 
ISRAEL FERTILITY PLAN 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. (NJP)— 
A NEW method announceg this 
week in Israel to treat male in- 
fertility has been denounced as 
contrary to Jewish law by Rabbi 
Eliezer Silver, president of the 
Union -of Orthodox Rabbis 
(Agudas Harabonim). 

Rabbi Silver, reached by tel- 
ephone at his Cincinnati home, 
told The POST and OPINION 
that the process—and any form 
of artificial insemination — is 
forbidden by Jewish law. 

Remind2d that Sephardic chief 
rabbi Nissim had recently indi- 
eated that artificial insemina- 
tion might be permissible ac- 
cording to Jewish law, Rabbi 
Silver replieq “It’s different for 
Sephardic than for Ashkenazic 
Jews—they have a different view 
of Halaha.” He also noted that 
he differed with Rabbi Nissim’s 
views on Sabbath work at the 
Hadera paper mill, but said the 
Agudas Harabonim “didn’t want 
to fuss” at this time, since 
Rabbi Nissim had already is- 
sued a hehsher for “Shabbas- 
goyim” to operate the plant on 
Saturdays.

Nasser Charges Jordan 
‘Gift’ of Mt. Scopus 

NEW YORK (NJP) — Egypt’s 
Gen. Nasser will try anything 
for his propaganda purposes. 
This week he accused Jordan of 
agreeing to hand over Mt. Sco- 
pus, in the disputed Jerusalem 
area, to Israel, according to a 
New York Times dispatch. 

Jordan has regarded Mt. Sco- 
pus as her own particular pre- 
cinct, even to the point of block- 
ing Israel’s convoys to the He- 
brew University and Hadassah 
Hospital, but Nasser, in an at- 
tempt to stir Arab resentment 
against Jordan’s King Hussein, 
apparently has overlooked that 
fact.

Stirred Hornets’ Nest 


WASHINGTON (NJP) — DO 
THE United States armed forcse 
discriminate against their Jew- 
ish soldiers? 

Jewish chaplains with differ- 
ing viewpoints are clashing over 
this issue stirred by Col. Shlomo 
Goren, senior chaplain to the 
Israeli defense forces. 

Col. Goren charged that the 
U. S. armed forces do discrim- 
inate against Jewish personnel 
(NJP, Feb. 14). 

A charge by Rabbi Maurice 
Gross, reserve chaplain in Nash- 
ville, Tenn., that the Pentagon 
lacks a Jewish chaplain “who 
would be readily available to be 
consulted on matters concern- 
ing Jewish personnel and the 
Jewish community (NJP, March 
28) drew a sharp reply this 
week from a chaplain declaring 
himself to be serving in that 
capacity. 

RABBI Maurice S. Kleinberg, 
U. S. Army chaplain assigned 
to headqquarters, military dis- 
trict of Washington, wrote to 
The POST and OPINION that 
he was “on official orders to the 
army chief of chaplains as ‘con- 
sultant on Jewish affairs.’” 

“There is no particular ‘yichus’ 
in having a Jewish chaplain 
physically located in the Penta- 
gon,” Rabbi Kleinberg declared. 
“IT have my office at Walter 
Reed hospital because it is more 
convenient to work out of here 
where most of the serious 
emergencies occur. 

“WHAT WE really need,” he 
added, “is for Rabbi Gross and 
all our civilian colleagues to 
make progress in_ fortifying 
American Jewish youth with re- 
ligious conviction so that a gen- 
uine desire to pray, and not 
corned beef sandwiches and 
girls, will motivate chapel at- 
tendance.” 

Meanwhile, Col. James. B. 
Murphy, Catholic chaplain of 
the United States armed forces 
first army command at Gov- 
ernors Island, N. Y., received a 
silver ball point pen and silver 


medalion depicting Jerusalem 
from Col. Goren. 
Goren. 


Col. Murphy was host to Col 
Goren when he was here. 

The POST and OPINION, at 
the same time, was informed 
that Israeli ambassador Abba 
Eban has written to Israel, pre- 
sumably to Israeli Premier Ben- 
Gurion, to check on the authen- 
ticity of Col. Goren’s charges 
against the United States armed 
forces.

Zionist Supper Hi 





As Non-Kosher 


CHICAGO (NJP) — THE ZIONIST Organization of Chicago 


was charged this week with deliberately scheduling a supper af- 


fair at a non-kosher hotel when kosher facilities were available 
elsewhere, and Orthodox leaders refused to attend in protest. 
The charges followed an editorial in the Chicago Sentinel which 


criticized the Zionist group for 
scheduling a midnight supper at 
the Drake Hotel as the windup 
to its 10th Anniversary Ball 
Saturday night, April 19. The 
editorial said that the supper 
would not be kosher, and that 
the Zionist organization should 
have “Let the Rabbi Decide.” 

Morris S. Bromberg, chairman 
of the ball, and long a Zionist 
leader, answered the _ Sentinel 
with a letter sent both to the 
Sentinel and The POST and 
OPINION, in which he defended 
the choice of the Drake. He 
declared that it was in keeping 
with a Conservative rabbinical 
decision that service of fish in 
a hotel without a kosher kitchen 
was not to be considered non- 
kosher where kosher facilities 
are not available. 

BROMBERG SAID no other 
facilities were available. Re- 
sponding to criticism from Max 
Cohen, a leading supporter of 
Orthodoxy here, Bromberg said 
he “must... assume Mr. Cohen 
was under the impression meat 
was being served . .. this is 
not the fact.” 

Bromberg then offered the 
hope that Cohen and his col- 
leagues, who had threatened not 
to be present at the function, 
would “now find it possible” to 
attend. 

Cohen, president of Chicago’s 
Associated Talmud Torahs, and 
chairman of Hebrew Theologi- 
cal College’s building committee, 
charged in reply that the Mor- 
rison Hotel’s facilities were not 
only available, but that the 








Zionist organization had reser- 
vations there, and canceled. The 
Morrison and Sherman are the 
only Loop hotels with kosher 
kitchens. 

ASKED IF HE didn’t recog- 
nize the Conservative ruling on 
fish dinners, Cohen _ replied: 
“Conservative rabbis tell their 
members to ride on Saturday, 
too. No, I don’t consider the 
dinner to be kosher.” 

He added that William H. 
Rubin, owner of the Morrison, 
had told him the Zionists had 
canceled their reservation at the 
Morrison. 

Rubin told The POST that the 
Zionist affair was _ originally 
scheduled for April 24, but it 
had been moved to April 19 at 
the request of the Israel con- 
sulate, which was holding a 
cocktail party at the Morrison 
on April 24, also honoring Is- 
rael’s anniversary. 

Rubin then offered the Con- 
stitution room for the April 19 
date, with a seating capacity of 
1400. The committee asked for 
the Casino Room, capacity 1,500, 
Rubin said, and shifted the ball 
to the Drake when the latter’s 
room wasn’t available. Rubin 
pointed out that the Drake’s 
largest room could only accom- 
modate about 650 persons. 

“They should have a strictly 
kosher affair,’ Rubin saiq in 
support of the stand taken by 
Cohen and the Sentinel. “I know 
why they moved, but I don’t 
want to say.” 





Growing Unrest in Mid-East? 


‘Exaggeration,’ 


WASHINGTON, D. C. (NJP) 
—ANY REFERENCE to “grow- 
ing unrest” in the Middle East 
would be an “exaggeration,” 
Secretary of State Dulles told 
The POST and OPINION this 
week at his press conference. 

The POST’s Washington re- 
porter, Lillian Levy, askeq Dul- 
les: 

“Mr. Secretary, how do you 
view the growing unrest in the 
Middle East? I am _ referring 
particularly to the threat of 
civil war in Lebanon, demon- 
strations in Gaza against King 
Hussein, the intensified name- 
calling from Cairo against those 
nations not joining in the war?” 

Dulles answered, “Well, it is 
difficult to evaluate those par- 
ticular instances you refer to— 
they only happened within the 
last 24 hours. 

“But when you speak about 
growing unrest, I am afraid that 
is a little of an exaggeration, 
because there has been quite a 
considerable amount of unrest 
in that area for some little time 
now.”

No Change On NCRAC, Says ADL 


NEW YORK (NJP) — B’NAI 
B’rith’s Anti-Defamation League 
(ADL) has not changed its po- 
sition on re-entering the ‘na- 
tional commuity relations ad- 
visory council (NCRAC), a 
sirens spokesman for 
the ADL told 
The POST and 
OPINION, af- 
ter a Los 
Angeles news- 
paper had 
quoted Arnold 
Forster, ADL 
counsel, as de- 
Be Se: ; claring the 
Forster ADL “stands 
ready to re-enter the NCRAC.” 

The ADL spokesman said the 
newspaper quoteq Forster ac- 
curately, but that Forster’s 
statement was “misinterpreted.” 


HERB BRIN, editor of Heri- 
tage, Anglo-Jewish weekly, re- 
ported that Forster had told 
him in an interview “The Anti- 
Defamation League of B'nai 
B'rith stands ready to re-enter 
the NCRAC.” Forster told Brin 
that he considers the attitude 
of ADL today the same as it 
was when it originally joined 
NCRAC, before pulling out sev- 









eral years ago together with 
the American Jewish committee. 


At the time of the withdrawal, 
the NCRAC voted to put into 
effect the Barr resolution, which 
would have allocated the work 
and ended duplication in com- 
munity relations work of the 
major national Jewish cefense 
agencies (NJP, Sept. 12, '52). 


FRANK GOLDMAN, then 
president of B’nai B'rith, de- 
clared that the NCRAC plan 
would “fragmentize and_  dis- 
member the ADL and the Com- 
mittee . . .” He said the plan 
“would give it central control 
of the entire field of community 
relations work in violation of 





the voluntary character of Jew- 
ish community life.” 

Questioned in New York by 
the POST and OPINION, a 
spokesman for the Council of 
Jewish Federations and Welfare 
Funds, the NCRAC’s parent 
body, said there have been no 
direct negotiations or overtures 
between the ADL and the 
NCRAC,

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Synagogue Administration -- Growing Up 


By Z’EV KRONISH 
Synagogue executive direc- 
tors are becoming a major 
force in the growth and direc- 
tion of American Judaism. 


THERE WAS a time, not 
so long ago, when the affairs 
of the synagogue were man- 
aged by a_ secretary or a 
shamash. 


Today a synagogue with a 
budget of $80,000 to $100,000 
or more a year is encouraged 
by the national agency with 
which it is affiliated to hire an 
executive director, A  syna- 
gogue with a budget this size 
cannot be efficiently run with- 
out professional managemegt 
—in addition, the plant invest- 
ment is likely to total $500,000 
to $1,000,000 and the serv- 
{ces of an administrator are 
regarded as basic protective in- 
surance. 

Of 549 synagogues affiliated 
with the Union of American 
Hebrew congregations (Re- 
form), 150 have full-time ad- 
ministrators. 


The United Synagogue of 
America (Conservative) com-— 


prises 642 congregations and 
87 of these have executive di- 
rectors, 


AMONG THE Orthodox syna- 
gogues, executive directors 
are to be found in at least 35 
institutions. The community 
division of Yeshiva 
University reports there are 
executive directors serving 32 
Synagogues out of 370 affil- 


service 


fated institutions. The  na- 
tional council of Young Is- 
rael represents 82 congrega- 


tions, of which four have full- 
time administrators (one of 
these synagogues is also affil- 
jiated with the community 
service division of Yeshiva 
University, so that the total 
of Orthodox institutions with 
executive directors is 35). The 
Union of Orthodox Jewish 
Congregations had no facts 
available for publication. 


Executive directors of Con- 
Servative congregations have 


National association of syna- 
gogue administrators, founded 
some 10 years ago. The ad- 
ministrators of Reform syna- 
gogues belong to the National 
association of temple secre- 
taries, founded in 1941. There 
is no organization of Orthodox 
executive directors nor is any 
in the process of being formed. 


Salaries 

THE SALARIES for execu- 
tive directors range from a 
low of $5,000 to a high of 
$15,000. 

Positions at Reform temples 
start at $6,000, go as high as 
$15,000. The majority earn 
$8,000 to $9,000. 

Salaries at Conservative 
congregations begin at $6,500, 
top men earn $12,000, while 
the majority make around 
$9,000. 

The community service divi- 
sion of Yeshiva University re- 
ports starting salaries for ex- 
ecutive directors range be- 
tween $5,500 and $8,500. Young 
Israel administrators earn 
around $5,000 or $6,000.

An Architect Views The Synagogue Layout 


Part II: The School 


Sigmund’ Braverman is 
one of the leading architects 
in the synagogue field, He is 
a member of the American 
Institute of Architects. 


By SIGMUND BRAVERMAN 


While in the pre-World 
War I buildings, the class 
rooms were relegated to the 
dank dark leftover areas, as 
secondary to the monumental 
sanctuary element; today un- 
der the pressure of our young 
modern parents, the _ school 
has a prime place in our build- 
ing program. In fact, it is 
generally conceded that temple 
membership grows as a re- 
sult of young parents enrolling 
their children in the religious 
school. 

WE FIND THAT the school 
is nearly always underbuilt, 
as frequently the sanctuary 
is overbuilt. Hence a great 
deal of attention is lavished 
on the school wing. In fact, 
there is a tendency today to 
provide physical facilities in 
this area replete with refine- 
ments and even luxury as re- 
lated to the limited use of this 
space. I well understand the 
desirability of making — the 
Jewish school as attractive as 
public school which the same 
child attends during the week- 
day. 

Our curricula for the reli- 
gious school reflect all the 
advanced ideas of modern 
pedogogy and have received a 
great deal of intense study 


by the Jewish educators. Be- 
sides imparting knowledge 
and information, the _atti- 


tudinal response of the child 
is the objective. It is, of course, 





banal to mention that our hope 
of survival rests with the chil- 
dren and our youth. We have 
had numerous’ conferences, 
studies and surveys of our 
schools; while some as yet are 
not complete and unpublished, 
there appears to emerge the 
feeling that the attitudinal re- 
sponse of the child is most 
important. 

(I might just mention par- 
enthetically that the teacher 
shortage is acute. Whereas the 
old time “rebbe”’ in the 
“heder” was long on knowl- 
edge and short on pedagogy, 
I hear that our new teacher 
is long on pedagogy and short 
on knowledge.) 


IN THE preparation of plans 
for this part of our syna- 
gogue building there is an 
irresistible urge to meet the 
high standards of the new 
public schools. Since Jewish 
education has enough handi- 
caps, we feel that the building 
should have an atmosphere 
and facilities equal to the new 
modern public schools so that 
in the transition from his 
weekday classrooms to the re- 
ligious school, no feeling of 
inferiority results, 


Extreme Tendency? 

But with the high cost of 
construction and the _lim- 
ited use of these facilities, is 
there not a tendency to go too 
far? We may be too generous 
in atcepting the optimum 
standards of the public school 
—in terms of corridor width, 
ceiling heights, allocation of 
square foot area per child, 
single loaded corridors, one- 
story schoo] wings, ete. I 





don’t wish to appear to be 
making a claim for reducing 
our standards, but I just wish 
to say a word of caution in 
accepting them en toto, with- 
out adjustment and analysis 
as to their suitability for our 
school wings, 


IN A RECENT issue of 
Reader’s Digest there appeared 
an article contending’ that 
we were building lavish and 
expensive palaces for our 
public schools, All of this is 
said merely to emphasize that 
our prime objective in our 
synagogue structure is to 
build good, cheerful, functional 
and adequate classrooms, and 
not to focus too much atten- 
tion—desirable as they are— 
on our schoo] offices, teachers 
lounges, play areas, youth ac- 
tivity rooms, separate audio 
visual areas, music rooms, 
arts and crafts rooms, etc. A 
lavish building is no substi- 
tute for good teachers. 

As to. specific standards, 
involving size of the class- 
room, wall finishes, chalk and 
tack boards, wardrobes, book- 
shelves, supply closets, class- 
room door locations, windows, 
folding partitions, electric out- 
lets, etc., I merely wish to re- 
peat what I have already said, 
that this is for the architect, 
{in consultation with the ap- 
propriate personnel to evalu- 
ate, based on detailed analysis. 


One Exception 

I WOULD LIKE to make 
one exception to the fore- 
going, namely the kindergar- 
ten and nursery school. Here 
we have the first contact of

Synagogue Costs 
Tough on Workers 


Teachers’ Charge 
Called ‘Fabrication’

I WAS indeed pleased with 
your editorial discussing the 
high cost of synagogue mem- 
berships and the need for 
synagogues for the low income 
groups. Here in Central Islip, 
such a community exists. 
Comprised mostly of young 
married couple working on de- 
fense work. We have en- 
deavored through the means 
of a part-time rabbi, to build 
a two-day a week Hebrew 
school, a Sunday school and 
provide Sabbath service with 
a volunteer cantor. 


Yet the cost of maintenance, 
even of such a small syna- 
gogue structure, is_ prohibi- 
tive to the working group 
membership. Unemployed 
workers cannot even pay the 
$25 a year membership fee 
(cludes High Holiday  serv- 
ices) and most have fallen in 
arrears on their religious 
school tuition fees. It is usu- 
ally easier to talk in gener- 
alities about the synagogues 
being an institution for all 
Jews. However, in practice, a 
community such as our Can- 
not go on much longer without 
outside financial aid. I trust 
you will print this, so that 
our plight can be made known.

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New Talmud Bavli Available in 20 Volumes 


FOR THE past decade there 
has been an ever-increasing 
demand for the Hebrew clas- 
sics, to such an extent that in 
spite of the multiplicity of 
new publishers, demand has 
out paced production. The 
best seller among Hebrew 
books — other than prayer 
books and_ Bibles—is_ the 
Babylonian Talmud. 


Over 20,000 sets of the Tal- 
mud Bavli, in various editions, 
have been printed in this 
country over the past 10 years, 
with each issue being sold 
almost as fast as they could 
be bound. If one considers the 
fact that a folio size edition 
of Talmud comprises 12,000 
pages in 20 massive volumes 
—and if one takes into account 
the yearly publication of many 
thousands of additional single 
tractate volumes, it becomes 
evident that our culture’s ma- 
terialistic climate can foster 
a great deal more than the 
flash popularity of current fic- 
tion. 

The first printing of the 
Talmud was begun in Soncino, 
a town in Lombardi, Italy, in 
the year 1484. The first com- 
plete edition of the Talmud, 
however, was printed in Ven- 
ice, Italy, in 1520-1522 by Dan- 
jel Bombergi. The arrange- 
ment of the pages with the 
commentaries that was used 
in this edition became the 
basis for all subsequent edi- 
tions. 


There were many incidents 
of the burning of the Tal- 
mud, but no one succeeded in 
destroying this work. It was 


printed again in Basel, Switz- 
erland in the years 1578-81 
and in Frankfurt, Germany, 
in 1720-1722, at which time 
numerous commentaries were 
added. 

THROUGH the years there 
were many other editions. 
They all culminated in the edi- 
tion of the Widow & Brothers 
Romm at Vilna, 1882-1886, 
which was the finest and larg- 
est, as regards old and new 
commentaries, glossaries as 
well as other addenda and aids 
to study. 

For the last few years this 
edition, which had been re- 
produced several times in this 
country in the original size, 
has been out of print and the 
few available sets have been 
priced out of the normal mar- 
ket.

One experienced teacher 


mentioned to me that since 
rabbis and educators are con- 
tinually stressing that the 
Jewish. home have _ atmos- 
phere, and the parents prac- 
tice Jewish ceremonials, it is 
highly desirable as far as pos- 
sible, that our classrooms 
have an informal living room 
atmosphere, so that the child 
may have a properly oriented 
and unified organic exper- 
jence. 


‘Spread’ Plan 

Ten years ago it was sug: 
gested that in view of the high 
cost of schoolroom construc- 
tion and the teacher shortage, 
that the school, instead of 
having one-day-a-week classes, 
be - redistributed throughout 
the week, with the resultant 
economies in capital and 
maintenance costs. But based 
on experience, this suggestion 
has not met with favor on the 
part of parents or rabbis, 
There is a feeling that it frag- 
mentizes the unity of the 
school. But as a_ future 
trend — just as we have 
come reluctantly to accept 


dual services for the High 
Holy days, it may be possible 
that we will be compelled to 
accept this solution, too. 


ONE AREA which I believe 
comes within the purview of 
this subject, not hitherto 
mentioned, is the library. I 
don’t think I need to over- 
emphasize the importance of 
this element. Are we _ not 
known as “Am _ Hasefer’— 
the people of the book? 
Nevertheless, for a one-day-a- 
week religious school, in a 
modest-sized building, we 
should analyze carefully the 
allocation of one area to be 
useq exclusively as a library. 
Part of the lounge or rarlor 
might be very well used for 
this purpose, In addition, to 
instill the love of books, a 
book shelf in each classroom, 
where the child can have di- 
rect contact, is a highly de- 
sirable solution. Of course, in 
our very large temples, where 
a permanent librarian is on 
the staff—almost all of these 
libraries are locked up during 
the week and nobody has any 
access to them—such a room 
for just a library should ob- 
viously be included in the de- 
sign.

“|The Arts: Scribe Plugs His Own Book 


By JOSEPH GALE 

THERE ARE advantages to 
:| writing a column of this sort. 
One is the liberty to indulge in 
a kind of nepotism—such as 
mentioning that one’s third book 
is about to come off the press. 
Three years in the making, 
“Eastern Union: The Develop- 
ment of a Jewish Community” 
is a handsome, picture-size Ter- 
centenary volume giving the 
history of a portion of New 
Jersey which Jews were among 
the first to traverse after land- 
ing at New Amsterdam in 1654. 

We would hesitate to mention 
it at all, except that some read- 
ers may be serious students of 
American Jewish history. “East- 
ern Union” explores a hitherto 
uncharted chapter in the Jewish 
saga, ang might otherwise be 
unavailable to interested read- 
ers not living in the immediate 
area. 

The regular edition is priced 
at $3.95. The de luxe edition, 
with among its refinements the 
privilege of having one’s own 
name stamped in gold on the 
cover, sells for $12.50. If you 
should wish to send an order to 
the author at 415 Westminster 
Ave., Elizabeth, N. J., he will 
doubtless see that it is for- 
warded forthwith to the pub- 
lisher.

THE FOUR books of Charles 
Burney’s “A General History of 
Music” were published between 
1776 and 1789, and it is probable 
that Burney labored longer than 
these 13 years on what has be- 
come a classic of musical his- 
tory from the Greeks to 1789. 

Dover Publications has 
just re-issued the four books in 
a two-volume set of 1,915 pages, 
edited with corrections by Frank 
Mercer, with more than 2,000 
bibliographic footnotes, hun- 
dreds of musical examples, an 
appendix with a memoir of Bur- 
ney, a selection of his letters, 
and indices. At $12.50, the set 
i: a remarkably good buy. 

Book I is given over to a 
“Dissertation on the Music of 
the Ancients,” which of course 
includes the Hebrews. In frank 
and delightful prose, Burney 
traces the probable beginnings 


;and growth of Hebrew music 


from Biblical references which 
were the only ones available in 
his day, as well as in ours, The 
chapter concludes with an all 
too-brief glance at Jewish music 
of his day. According to Burney, 
the comment of an 18th Century 
Hebrew “priest:’? was that there 
certainly was no such thing as 
Jewish music used in worship—- 
except very little—since it was 
generally regarded as a matter 
of bad taste to be singing in the 
synagogue prior to the coming 
of the Messiah. Other chapters 
include illustrations of ancient 
instruments and many refer-

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UJA GIVING ON HIGH LEVEL 


FIRST REPORTS of the early drives for the United 
Jewish Appeal are in—and the expected decrease in giving 
has not materialized. 

On the whole, the drives are bringing in satisfactory 
amounts, and while some people are being forced to cut 
their pledges, others in less affected lines of business are 
increasing theirs, while the majority are holding the line 
and repledging amounts equal to or larger'than last year’s. 


AS ANY EXPERIENCED fund-raiser knows, you can’t 
tell the final totals by the first gifts. Yet the reverse could 
have been true—that fearing a long depression, givers to 
the United Jewish Appeal could have uniformly slashed 
their pledges. 

The fact that this has not been so is a sign of the 
maturity of the United States Jewish community, which 
understands its obligations to aid people less fortunate 
than itself, and to see that in other areas of important 
Jewish activity, the work does not suffer. 


UNSUNG HEROES 


WHILE ISRAEL and the world take note of the 10th 
anniversary of the founding of the Jewish state, hundreds 
and thousands of American Jews who played either im- 
portant or not so crucial roles both before and after the 
founding of Israel can take a private bow. 

In our opinion, the one great urge of all mankind that 
supersedes every other aim of man is to be creative. 


IN RESPECT to Israel, wherever you go in the United 
States, you will find unsung heroes, some big businessmen, 
some small shopkeepers, others who are students of the 
Jewish law, all of whom have one thing in common—they 
did everything within their ability to bring about the re- 
birth of Israel. 

While no kudos will be sung for them from the high 
places, privately they will feel a sense of exhilaration and 
satisfaction. For once what they fought for with all their 
might and main came into being, and, no less than Rabbi 
Silver and David Ben-Gurion and Chaim Weizmann, in 
their own small way they were heroes, too. 


AFFILIATION MAY BE COSTLY 


THE MATTER of affiliation between American Zion- 
ist organizations and political parties in Israel has been 
argued back and forth by its advocates and opponents so 
that the chances of contributing anything new to the con- 
troversy are slim indeed. 

Those who have prevailed within the Zionist Organi- 
zation of America have insisted that what little relationship 
of a formal basis exists between it and the General Zion- 
ist Party in Israel is only because of a community of in- 
terest. 


THE AMERICAN Jewish League for Israel, which 
contends that the relationship is much more extensive, as- 
sures us that the ZOA has departed from its traditional 
role as an advocate of Israel as a whole rather than any 
one segment of the new state. 

We don’t doubt that there is some basis for both views. 

But the point we’d like to make here is that after the 
General Zionist Party of Israel did become affiliated with 
the ZOA, did it not then begin to lose its hold on the Is- 
rael electorate? 


IN OTHER WORDS, collaboration, either of a flimsy 
nature cr something more substantial, has done little for 
the General Zionist Party in Israel. It has done perhaps 
even less for the ZOA. 

When the ZOA voted officially to recognize the Gen- 
eral Zionist Party of Israel, that party was the second 
largest in Israel. Since then it has lost ground to several 
parties, and was replaced as the real threat to the Mapai 
(Ben-Gurion’s party) by the Herut, the old Revisionist party. 

Could it be that foreign influence, this time from a 
part of United States Jewry, on an Israel political party, 
robbed that party of vitality and leadership? 
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WE HAVE .the following letter from 
Morris Wolf, of Houston, Tex., which while 
on the surface it seems to make out a plaus- 
ible case, when analyzed shows the mistake 
too many of us make when reading news 
items we would want to challenge. 

Before we give you Mr. Wolf's letter, 
we might comment on another one, written 
privately to us, from a subscriber who ob- 
jected to the fact that we devoted front-page 
space to the news account of the Neturei 
Karta demonstrators who sought to prevent 
construction of a swimming pool in Jeru- 
salem in which men and women would swim 
together. 


IN OUR REPLY, we pointed out that 
the demonstrators were sentenced to jail, 
which is certainly none of the doing of The 
POST and OPINION. But the fact that the 
courts of Israel took this matter seriously 
would tend to vindicate our news judgment, 

Now to Mr. Wolf's letter. He writes: 

DEAR MR. COHEN: 

Inasmuch as you gave the Ameri- 
can Council for Judaism front-page pub- 
licity on their activities in Houston, don’t 
you think the enclosed articles from the 
Houston Post, Press, and Chronicle, this 
date, which featured Gov. McKeldin of 
Maryland should receive equal placement 
in your newspaper? Especially, since the 
views expressed here are by one of the 
nation’s outstanding Christian leaders, 

You will also note that this meeting 
was endorsed by leaders of the following 
people of Italian, Hungarian, Polish, 
Greek, Scandinavian, etc., descent.

IT IS TRUE that The POST and OPIN- 
ION has covered the activities and declara- 
tions of the American Council for Judaism 
as they attacked Zionism. But it is also true 
that Gov. McKeldin’s views on Israel have 
been thoroughly reported over a period of 
years now since the Maryland governor has 
shown clearly his pro-Israel sentiments. 

Just from memory we recall the time we 
printed the item about Gov. McKeldin fast- 
ing on Yom Kippur one year in order to 
demonstrate his sympathy for his many 
Jewish friends. Then as he has made trips 
to Israel, we have carried accounts of them. 
In fact, when we ourselves were in Israel, it 
turned out that the very Chrysler which was 


_— 


carrying us to all corners of the Holy Land, 
the week previously had borne the governor 
and the now Court of Appeal Judge Simon 
Sobeloff on the same journey. 


WHEN THE Council for Judaism makes 
news, we will report it. When a Zionist 
makes news, we will report that. Hundreds 
of talks are delivered to Jewish audiences 
every day in the year, It is only when these 
talks are newsworthy that we report them— 
and this is our only criterion. 

In the article which Mr. Wolf forwarded, 
Gov. McKeldin ridiculed the “dual loyalty” 
charge and asserted that Israel “is also our 
staunchest and most reliable ally in that part 
of the world... .” Now this is exactly what 
you would expect such a strong friend of the 
Jewish people as McKeldin to say, and as a 
result that will not make news, except in 
the local Houston press. If on the other hand 
Gov. McKeldin has said something unkind 
about Israel, then even the New York Times 
would have reported it. 


NOW YOU CAN challenge this criterion 
of news, but if you were able to do so suc- 
cessfully, you would overthrow almost the 
entire basis of a free press. 

What readers must understand is that 
The POST and OPINION is an independent 
publication. It is not a Zionist publication, 
The American Zionist is a Zionist publica- 
tion, as is the Jewish Frontier, as are others, 
The POST and OPINION may be even more 
strongly Zionist than both of these two se- 
lected at random organs of national Zionist 
organizations, but that is only on the edi- 
torial pages—in the news columns we show 
no partiality, or at least try not to show any. 


THIS IS DIFFICULT for people to un- 
derstand. The formula of a free press as 
applied by us to Anglo-Jewish journalism often 
outrages and frequently causes many readers 
to lose their sense of right and wrong. But 
in the long run it is the only sane policy, and 
as for us, it has not proven unsuccessful. No 
other independent Jewish publication has the 
circulation of The POST and OPINION. It 
measured by influence, we think that in all 
modesty, there hardly is a medium of any 
kind in the Jewish field that could be said 
to equal The POST and OPINION in this 
respect.

Since I have no further light to shed on 
the sacrifices of the sin offering and the 
burnt offering or on the designation of the 
clean and the unclean animals, I will take 
advantage of this column to comment on 
some of the testy letters of opposition which 
these weekly interpretations 
have provoked. They are 
largely from _ readers of 
Orthodox convictions who 
feel that some of my com- 
ments are contrary to the 
prevailing tenor of the tradi- 
tional interpretations. They 
are indeed, and I make no 
apology for them. 

IN MY VIEW, revela- 
Rabbi Weinstein tion is not a closed process. 
It is as open and ongoing as human intelli- 
gence. Every human being has not only the 
right, but the moral obligation, to use his 
God-given intelligence to find what truth he 
can in the world about him and in the written 
record of the men who have gone before him. 
The day the Bible ceases to evoke new in- 
sights and meanings from its readers, that 
day it will become a petrified literary archive 
as moribund as the laws of Hammurabi and 
the Draconian Code. 

My Orthodox friends have the _right to 
prefer the established commentaries. They 
have the right, and perhaps even the obliga- 
tion, to justify their preferences on the 
ground that thereby they protect the tradi- 
tion from what they believe to be the heresies 
of the reformers; but they do not have the 
right to demand that liberal or unconventional 
interpretations be denied expression. 

We thought that this battle had long ago 
been decided. We Jews have suffered enough 
from every kind of authoritarianism and it 
seems to me an act of blindness to re-estab- 
lish it in our midst, even when it calls itself 
Tora-true tradition. 





will recognize and appreciate the value of the 
conservers of the tradition, the people who 
build the fences, hold fast to the roots, mould 
the present and the future to the contours 
of the past. No healthy group culture can 
exist without them. But it is equally true 
that a healthy group culture could not survive 
with them alone, any more than an automo- 
bile can function with brakes alone. 


God help us if Judaism ever becomes 
shrunk and fixed to the rigid patterns of 
the Aguda or the Neturei Karta. If it were 
not for the narrowness of vision and the 
Sstinginess of empathy that seem implicit in 
rigid Orthodoxy, even the traditionalists might 
understand that they are able to sit on their 
status quo because reformers and innovators 
move the world about them. They would be 
rutted into oblivion if it were not for those 
who break the cake of custom that new seed 
might burgeon in the soil of our culture. 

The tight soul of Orthodoxy is seen at 
its worst when I am taken bitterly to task 
for quoting a statement from Jesus or Paul. 
This, they say, makes me a Christian and no 
longer fit to write for a Jewish paper. 


HOW BENIGHTED can one be in this 
day and age? Does it add luster to our tra- 
dition to deny the beauty that exists in an- 
other? How long shall we maintain the walls 
which the bitterness of old hates have erected 
between us? Are we not secure enough in 
the acceptance of our own native light that 
we must deny the light that is in other relig- 
ions and other cultures? 

I had always thought that one of the 
consolations of Orthodoxy was a sense of 
security, a sense of being so firmly in the 
right, that no wind of doctrine could disturb 
one’s serenity. I see that I have been wrong. 
My bitter Orthodox critics envy, I am afraid, 
the greener pastures of the liberal mind.

Political opponents, on the 
other hand, also charge Mapai 
with all the evils which beset 
the country; economic weak- 
nesses, insecurity, lack of cap- 
ital, etc. Groups on the right 
have been particularly vocifer- 
ous in condemning the socialist 
principles of Mapai which, they 
maintain, have frightened away 
foreign investors, inflated wages, 
decreased productivity, and dis- 
couraged the professional and 
intellectual classes. 

THE CRITICS of the Mapai 
have had cause for serious 
thought of late. There have been 
indications that two socialist 
parties to the left of Mapai, 
namely the Mapam and the 
Ahdut Ha-avoda, have _ been 
growing in power, prestige and 
influence. Within. the private 
labor empire of the Histadrut, 
where Mapai still holds suprem- 
acy, the other two groups have 
been more and more insistently 
challenging that control. What 
would happen to labor relations 
in Israel if the mighty Hista- 
drut should fall into the hands 
of the much more extreme left- 
wing parties? Mapai socialism 
would seem moderate, if not con- 
servative, by comparison. 

A frightening inidcation of 
trends became evident in Febru- 
ary when the workers of the Ata 
textile mills went to the pgalls

When the last 
votes had been counted, the new 
committee shaped up as fol- 
lows: Mapai, 5; Ahdut Ha- 
avoda, 4; Mapam, 3; Poel Miz- 
rahi, 1. Results from other de- 
partments of Ata helped to give 
Mapai a narrowed majority, but 
the sense of shock remained. To 
be sure, there were local ele- 
ments in this election, growing 
out of the bitter Ata strike last 
year, but the fact remains that 
large numbers of working people 


expressed their dissatisfaction 
with Mapai moderation, and 
voted left. 


AS THE dominant and re- 


sponsible party Mapai can not 
easily yield to every demand 
from labor, though it is itself 
a labor party. Higher wages 
without relative increase in pro- 
ductivity will simply mean 
higher prices, and increases in 
cost of living. In Israel there are 
no rich classes to be taxed. If 
the government needs more 
funds it either taxes the laborer 
—or prints more money, and 
both courses are beset with diffi- 
culties. The two leftist parties, 
on the other hand, even though 
they are coalition partners of 
Mapai (junior partners, they 
reming the electorate), con- 
stantly promise full implemen- 
tation of the brightest utopian 





ideals of socialism. 





If Mapai remains responsible, 
it will combat these econom- 
ically ruinous ideas—but will it 
thereby lose labor support, and 
possibly the next election? Or 
will Mapai be compelled to pro- 
duce its own bright appeais to 
labor, in order to remaingdom- 
inant, and thereby accelerate the 
course of inflation? 

These are thoughts’ which 
come to the fore a year ahead 
of the next election. And the 
conservative critics of the gov- 
ernment are confronted with 
their own dilemma: to the extent 
that they help to weaken Mapai, 
may they not be paving the way 
for something which may be 
much worse?

CONVERT CHRISTIANS, 
REFORM LEADER URGES 


KANSAS CITY, Mo (NJP)— 
CONVERSION of <Christians 
to help solve American Jewry’s 
problem of diminishing popula- 
tion was proposed here this week 
by a key official in the Union of 
American Hebrew congregations. 

Speaking at the ninth work- 
shop conference of the National 
Association of Temple Secretar- 
ies, Dr. Arthur T. Jacobs, UAHC 
administrative secretary, pre- 
sented a dark picture of the ex- 
pected decrease in the percent- 
_ age of Jews in the United States 
by 1975. 

Dr. Jacobs cited census figures 
to show that “while Catholics 
and Protestants are proliferating 
at a great rate, we Jews are 
failing even to maintain our 
present population total of ap- 
proximately 5.1 million.” 

This decrease, he warned, will 
lead to a decline in the voting 
strength of the Jews “both rela- 
tively and absolutely.” 


IN MARCH, 1957, the Jew 
represented 3.2 per cent of this 
country’s population of approx- 
imately 167 million, Dr. Jacobs 
said. He warned that by 1975 
unless present birth and death 
rates change drastically, Jews 
will number less than five mil- 
lion in a total population of 220 
million. 

Only 2.2 out of every 100 U. S. | 
residents will be Jewish, Dr. Ja- 
cobs predicted. 

DR. JACOBS said that immi- 
gration, in addition to conver- 





sion of Christians, could help 
solve the Jewish population 
problem. But he declared that 
“large scale immigration to the 
United States unfortunately is 
beyond the realm of our expecta- 
tions,” adding that “enactment 
of a decent immigration law re- 
placing the shamful McCarran- 
Walter Act might at least swell 
the present trickle of Jewish im- 
migration into a small stream.” 

“IT am one of those who be- 
lieve Reform Judaism can pro- 
vide a satisfying religion to hun- 
dreds of thousands of people 
who really have no religion, but 
profess nominally to be Christ- 
tians,” he declared.
